T. Abadle set down Carlton G. for a mile and he 
went it handily in 1:43, showing that he is ready.

Mr. Keif is virtually out of the sport. He stiil 
owns Mai tide, which lias been turned out on the 
farm of John Hynes ii" Connecticut. 

Jockey G. Warren, under contract to Tom Hatfield, 
has gone to Lexington to await the opening of the 
meeting. 

The most sensational work seen at Churchill 
Downs and Douglas Park this fall was reeled off 
yesterday by Star Blaze, a Star Shoot colt in the 
stable of Henderson A Ilogan. He went a half mile 
• i. 4K*4f,. the first quarter being done in 23%. This 
youngster went wrong during his recent eastern trip 
r.iul lias rounded to only recently. lie is eligible for 
the Autumn Stakes at the Downs. 

At Douglas Park Eyebright worked five-eighths 
for Ed Trotter in 1:04*4 and C. C. Van Meter let 
The Fad and Top land go three-quarters in 1:1S%. 

At the state fair races Monday the colored jockey. 
D. Austin, showed surprising condition. He weighs 
but 103 fMUinds, but the impost of his mount. Dandy 
Dancer, the winner, was nine pounds in excess ami 
this he supplied by carrying lead. This shows that 
this veteran black jockey is ready to ride and he 
will accept all the mounts that he can this fall at 
the Downs. lie is under contract to 0. C. Van 
Meter. Austin will not be called upon to make 
many mounts at Lexington, as his stable will not do 
any racing until October 1, when the nineteen-days 
session starts here. 

J. J. Fluunigan lias shipped to Lexington Ills two- 
year-old. Miss Von dor Iloden. to give her a race or 
two in preparation for several starts at the* Downs. 
Kiie worked five-eighths in 1:03V-, just liefore her 
departure. 

Lon Jones will race tive horses at the Downs. He 
lias Tony W. and four two-year-olds. Ills young- 
ster. Mr. Duke, which has raced in Canada, is not 
among the number, as he arrived here in such poor 
condition that he has been retired for the season. 
Jockey IL Goose. under contract to Mr. Jones, is 
here resting. Jones let Ward have Goose during the 
summer, but the contract has expired. Jones, how- 
ever. will i»ermit Goose to ride the Ward horses at 
Lexington. 

WORK OF CANADIAN BREEDING BUREAU. 

Montreal. Que., September 14. — There has 1 m*oii a 
generous rcs|M»nsc of * American owners and breeders 
to the appeal of the Canadian National Bureau of 
Breeding for thoroughbred sires. Just as this bureau 
has educated all Canada to the value of thorough- j 
bred blood, so has it won the support of thinking 
turfmen in the United States. Here are some facts 
regarding the Canadian bureau that are interesting: 

It covers more area than any horse bureau in the 
world. Its Quebec branch is ten times the size of 
tin* state of New York. Its Alberta territory is 
larger than France or Germany. Its Manitoba pro- 
vincial district is twice as large as Great Britain 
smd Ireland. Its British Columbia section covers an 
urea of country l.lloo miles long and 50t> miles wide. 

It has placed thoroughbred sires from Halifax to 
Vancouver, a distance greater than that between 
New York and San Francisco. Its sires are as far 
north as th<* fifty-seventh parallel and as far south 
as the American border. It has 300 government 
veterlnarios looking after its stallions and selecting 
the inures. 

It has a half-bred stud ln»ok as perfect as the 
deml-sang of France and a card Index system show- 
ing the age. color, sex. breeding and owner of every 
half-bred foal in Canada. It is trying to produce 
sixty million dollars’ worth of cavalry horses for 
England alone. It has the co-operation of the Eng- 
lish war office, tin* British government, the Canadian 
govern men t and the nine provincial governments of 
Canada. The Canadian militia department aids it 
In every way and the minister of militia and 
defense keeps one of the bureau stallions on his 
own farm. 

It has been indorsed by ninety -one agricultural 
societies. 

It lias no jioliticK. but members of both parties in 
the House of Commons are enthusiastic over the 

work. 

Its horses have won blue ribbons and medals from 
coast to coast. It promises to solve the remount 
problem of the British Empire and establish tin* 

1 horoughbn*d as a great factor in the plan of impe- 
rial defense. It has 3d. 277 Canadian farmers' and 
breeders helping along tin* work. 

Its freight hill alone last year was $29,701. It is 
only two years and a half old. It has nine provin- 
cial secretaries, Jiesidos representatives in New 
York. Buffalo. Chicago. Lexington. San Francisco, 
London. Calcutta. Dublin, Brisbane, Cape Town, 
Tokio and Ilong Kong. 

It Is financed by men who are not looking for 
dividends and who do not even expect their own 
inotiev hack. The largest horse exchange in the 

world Is lming formed to handle its crop of half- 
breeds. This year it helped to defeat the greatest 
movement ever inaugurated against the thoroughbred 
in Canada. It takes the bold stand that any so 
called reformer who interferes with its work of 
solving the problem is a traitor to the British tiag, 
and it shows why. 

It has demonstrated that the thoroughbred is the 
only sire that Improves all breeds and that the 
borne-breeding Industry of the country means all 
breeds. 

It publishes and distributes a monthly magazine 



London, Eng., September 3. — An agreeable change 
from the succession of meetings <m small importance 
following Goodwood was provided at York and 
Derby, where several events of high value were 
decided, the results in several cases having a de- 
cided bearing on the future. As an instance, the 
defeat of Greenback by such a moderate racer as 
M a rajas in the Breeders’ St. Lcger at Derby day 
before yesterday is accepted as disposing of the 
latter’s pretensions to a chance of winning the 
Doncaster St. I^eger next Wednesday. Of course 

it was well known that Greenback had been amiss, 
hut it was thought he had about recovered, and the 
hojH* that he might Ik* able to run to his Derby form 
in the great Doncaster event found frequent ex- 
pression in the L union ante-post betting market. 
However, after his defeat referred to UX> to 3 be- 
came his hopeless quotation, with no takers, and 
there is much regret that Lord Villiers has lost his 
chance of winning the last of this year’s classics. 
With recovered health Greenback may bring some 
compensation next year, being a good horse and 
a genuine stayer. 

Although the decision of the Ft. Leger is right 
at hand there is much doubt as to the probable out- 
come. even though Letnberg is a decided favorite 
and Swynford as firmly the second choice. There 
is in some quarters a disquieting doubt as to Lem- 
berg staying the route of the race, and this brings 
support for Swynford on the ground that no such 
doubt clouds Ins prospects. Winkipop has lieen 
hacked and would advance in the market but for the 
same suspicion that attaches to Lemberg. Her great 
speed is firmly established, but it is doubted if she 
is up to much more than a mile and a quarter. Rose- 
drop also has considerable support, hut the general 
opinion Is that the colts of this year outclass the 
fillies, and. although frequently called ”u mares 
race.” there is small expectation that any of the 
latter will even be placed. Ksiaze Pan, the Russian 
St. Leger candidate, arrived at Doncaster yesterday 
afternoon and appeared to he little the worse for 
his journey. He has won good races, but is not 
feared in the St. Leger, although sure to run. 

Duke Michael won the Peveril of the Peak Plate 
at Derby yesterday with 111 pounds up. His weight 
in the Cambridgeshire was JHi (rounds, and he gained 
a ten-pound iienalty by his success, making his Cam- 
bridgeshire impost now 100 pounds. Lust year when 
carrying but 9S (rounds Christmas Daisy won the 
Peveril of t lie Peak Plate and subsequently won the 
Cambridgeshire under 102 pounds. People are al- 
ready quoting the precedent and it will not bo at 
all surprising if Duke Michael proves a popular 
fancy for the big handicap of the Houghton week 
at Headquarters. 

E. Wyndham. a patron of Mr. Withington’s stable, 
has purchased the smart Irish steeplechaser. Another 
Delight, for $1,300 sovereigns, probably having the 
Grand National in view. 

The death is reported of the New Zealand stallion, 
Muskapeer. by Musket, from Venus Transit. The 
l >ost of his progeny was Lottie, which won the Auck- 
land Cup in 1894. 

The New Zealand breeder and sportsman. J. B. 
Reid, who is now on a visit to England, has pur- 
chased the stallions Downshift* and Vareo. Down- 
shire is hy Ayrshire, from Seadown. hy Orvieto, 
while Vareo is by Marco, from. Vara, by St. Angelo, 
from Choaploaf, by Isonomy. 

Mr. Fairie is still the unchallenged leader of the 
winning owners, with Lord Rosebery second, but 
Swy nford’s legion of admirers believe Lord Derby 
will move up into second place with the running of 
tin* Doncaster St. Leger. now but a few days distant.

L0VETIE RUNS MILE IN 1:38% IN BEATING 
JACK ATKIN AT BLUE BONNETS. 

Whidden Establishes New Track Record for Milo 
and a Half — R. F. Carman Furnishes Two Win- 
ning Favorites — Sweepaway Disappoints. 



Montreal, Que., September 14. — Track records were 
again reduced at- Blue Bonnets this afternoon. A 
new mark for a mile and a half was made by 
Whidden, while Mrs. L. A. Livingston’s Lovetie 
established a new Canadian record for a mile when 
he galloped home in 1:38$ in the closing race. The 
fastest mile on record in Canada previously was 
1:381. The card was a good one, the fields being 
evenly balanced and most of the finishes found the 
winners under hard drives. 

Only two favorites won and both came from the 
stable of R. F. Carman. M. Cam bon beat a bad lot 
of maidens in the second race, while Starbottle 
won the third race in a canter from good opposition. 

The biggest upsets of the afternoon came with tin* 
running of the first and last races. In the former 
James Rowe’s Sweepaway was made an odds-on 
choice and was heavily supported, but she could 
do no better than finish third. Sweepaway was 
slow to leave the post, but at that she broke in 
front of the winner. She was badly outrun to the 
stretch turn, hut at the finish was closing stoutly. 
The winner in this race turned up in Leah, which 
beat Baythorn a neck. 

In the closing race Jack Atkin was always at 
odds-on. Lovetie found the task of beating hfm an 
easy one. but interference which came soon after the 
start helped to encompass the defeat of the favorite. 
Lovetie showed a performance that was in keeping 
with the form he displayed as a two-year-old when 
he raced with such good horses as Dalmatian and 
the best of his age in the east. Tin* pace in the 
race was fast all the way. the first three-quarters 
being run in hotter than ] :12, and at the end Love- 
tie was going away. 

S.tarbottle’s improvement today probably was due 
to a change in his equipment. Mr. Carman decided 
to try the colt without blinkers and he rau a much 
better race, lie trailed Ta Nun Da under restraint 
to the stretch, then dashed to the front and was 
drawing away throughout the last furlong. 

The mile and a half race furnished a stirring finish 
between Whidden and Marigot, the former coming 
from last place and winning by a head in the 
closing strides. 

Rye Straw, winner of the sixth race, was boosted 
$2«>0 over his entered price of $1,000 by his former 
owner. It. F. Carman. The colt was protected and 
bought in. 

Among the distinguished visitors at Blue Bonnets 
this afternoon were August Belmont, his wife and 
son and E. I>. Morgan. Mr. Belmont is on his way 
to Quebec on a moose hunting trip and stopped over 
to see a bit of racing. Mr. Belmont, who is chair- 
man of the National Steeplechase and Hunt Associ- 
ation. under whose rules jumping races here are run. 
was a guest of the stewards during the running of 
today’s steeplechase. He commented favorably on 
the Blue Bonnets plant and promised to particifJhtp 
in the sport here again next spring. Mr. Belmont 
and his party left for the north tonight. 

Mill on the Floss, one of the Canadian-hreds in 
tin* Seagram stable, and a mare whose defeat of 
Caper Sauce at Windsor last summer was responsible 
for a scandal, died at the Blue Bonnets track this 
morning. She took a cold while being sliipp€*d here 
! from Windsor and developed pneumonia. 

The stake blanks of the Florida Live Stock and 
Agricultural State Fair Association were received 
by Joseph McLennan this morning and were eagerly 
sought for by the horsemen here. Indications are 
that the meeting at Jacksonville during the coming 
winter will exceed In point of importance that of 
last year. Mr. McLennan reports that all hut one 
or two of the big owners hen* have spoken for stalls.
